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Three-point  plan  for  a 
new  and  'realistic' 
NHS  contract 

A  three-point  plan  for  a  new  Health  Service  contract  for 
chemists  was  put  forward  by  Mr  R.  G.  Worby  on  Novem- 
ber 23. 

The  plan,  formulated  in  out- 
line by  a  study  group  of  North- 
east London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  would: 

□  establish  a  minimum  fee 
level  for  professional  work 
(pre-supposing  some  form  of 
controlled  distribution  of  phar- 
macies). 

□  provide  realistic  reim- 
bursement for  premises,  etc,  de- 
voted to  the  service  (this  could 
take  account  of  locality  of  pre- 
mises. 

□  provide  a  proper  commer- 
cial return  for  drugs  supplied 
(this  would  be  negotiated  sep- 
arately from  the  fee). 

Speaking  at  an  "open"  meet- 
ing on  the  contract,  organised 
by  the  Chemists'  Action  Group, 
Mr  Worby  said  that  distribu- 
tion of  pharmacies  would  have 
to  be  planned  by  a  committee 
having  50  per  cent  lay  mem- 
bers. But  once  "official  dis- 
pensing points"  were  estab- 
lished, pharmacists  would  have 
the  right  to  demand  a  realistic 
fee. 

How  would  the  fee  be  ar- 
rived at?  Mr  Worby  gave  some 
arbitrary  figures  to  illustrate 
his  ideas,  taking  the  "going 
figure"  for  a  manager,  say 
£2.400  a  year,  as  a  starting 
point.  The  figure  could  take 
account  of  regional  variations. 
Related  to  a  "fair"  number  of 
prescriptions— 2,000  a  month — 
the  "notional"  minimum  fee 
came  to  2s. 

If  for  a  given  pharmacy  the 
fees  amounted  to  less  than  the 
minimum,  then  the  minimum 
would  be  paid. 

Above  the  "2,000"  figure,  a 
sliding  scale  of  dispensing  fees 
would  apply,  geared  to  the  em- 
ployment of  a  second  pharma- 
cist— at  a  certain  point  the  fee 
would  practically  disappear  un- 
less there  was  a  second  phar- 
macist. 

Mr  Worby  supplemented  his 
scheme  with  a  three-stage  ac- 
tion plan.  First  part  would  be 
to  get  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee representation  on  the 
Central  NHS  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee. 

Next  stage  would  be  to  pub- 
licise a  scheme  along  the  lines 
he  had  proposed  and  the  third 
stage  would  be  to  hold  a  ref- 
erendum. That  was  the  time  to 


pick  on  a  plan  and  push  it 
through  every  channel. 

Mr  Worby  stressed  that  only 
an  "outline"  scheme  should  be 
put  forward  so  that  it  could 
achieve  maximum  support.  His 
proposals  were  aimed  at  being 
acceptable  to  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society,  the  Contractors 
Committee  and  the  small  con- 
tractor. 

Another  speaker  at  the  meet- 
ing— which  had  a  top  table  of 
five  and  a  small,  but  vocal 
audience  of  15 — was  Mr  E.  C. 
Evens  who  argued  that  "to  want 
to  practise  pharmacy"  was  not 
too  ambitious  a  target.  It  was 
essential  that  professional  re- 
muneration should  be  divorced 
completely  from  the  commercial 
aspect. 

Mr  R.  Idris  Hughes  discus- 
sed some  results  of  his  survey 
of  Hertfordshire  chemists 
(C&D  September  20,  p  259) 
which  showed  dissatisfaction 
with  the  contract.  He  believed 
that  the  viability  of  the  ser- 
vice was  at  present  at  risk  and 
if  something  were  not  done 
the  Minister  might  provide  his 
own  service. 

Breaking  the 
cosmetic  barrier 

An  event  which  may  be  of  great 
importance  to  the  future  of  the 
cosmetic  industry  took  place  on 
November  13,  when  the  Coun- 
cils of  the  Society  of  Cosmetic 
Chemists  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  Toilet  Preparations  Federa- 
tion Ltd  met  at  dinner. 

Both  Dr  Jack  Mausner, 
president  of  the  Society  of 
Cosmetic  Chemists  of  Great 
Britain  and  Mr  Geoffrey  Slad- 
den,  chairman  of  the  Toilet 
Preparations  Federation  Ltd,  in 
addressing  the  members  em- 
phasised the  importance  of  the 
close  co-operation  and  inter- 
change of  experience  between 
the  scientific  and  commercial 
representatives  of  the  industry. 

Although  the  two  bodies  have 
existed  within  the  industry  for 
over  21  years,  it  is  only  within 
the  last  year  that  constructive 
attempts  have  been  made  for 
them  to  co-operate  with  the 
formation  of  a  select  commit- 
tee drawn  from  both  organisa- 
tions. 


Integrated  learning  at  the 
Wellcome  Institute  of  the  His- 
tory of  Medicine  in  Euston 
Road,  London,  NW 1.

Purchase  tax 
exemptions 

A  further  list  of  "essential 
drugs  and  medicines"  has  been 
temporarily  exempted  purchase 
tax  from  November  21  by  the 
issue  of  the  Purchase  Tax  (No. 
3)  Direction  1969.  The  Direc- 
tion adds  four  items  to  Head 
II  and  one  to  Head  III  of  the 
Schedule  to  the  Purchase  Tax 
Order  1968. 

The  Treasury  will  in  due 
course  be  asked  to  make  an 
order  giving  permanent  effect 
to  the  Direction. 

The  substances  together  with 
the  names  of  some  of  the  pro- 
ducts containing  them  are:  To 
Head  II:  Clomipramine  hydro- 
chloride [Anafranil];  clofazi- 
mine [Lamprene];  clonidine 
hydrochloride  [Catapres]  and 
thiocarlide  [Isoxyl].  Phenyle- 
phrine bitartrate  [Medihaler 
duo]  is  added  to  Head  III. 


Progress  of 
a  buying 
group 

By  Wednesday  of  this  week 
1,520  of  the  9,000  independent 
chemists  circulated  by  the  Nat- 
ional Pharmacy  Buying  Group 
last  week  had  given  their  sup- 
port to  a  plan  to  purchase  a 
range  of  toiletry  articles  on  the 
best-possible  terms. 

The  secretary  of  the  com- 
pany, Mr  George  Mallinder, 
who  owns  a  pharmacy  at  435 
Lytham  Road.  Blackpool,  told 
the  C&D  that  certain  manufac- 
turers had  also  expressed  their 
willingness  to  co-operate  and 
negotiate  with  the  Group. 

"With  such  an  excellent  be- 
ginning we  are  confident  that 
the  aims  of  the  Group  will  be 
achieved  and  that  resource  to 
boycotting  goods  of  companies 
who  will  not  co-operate  ha? 
now  been  made  unlikely."  he 
said. 

The  question  of  boycotting 
in  relation  to  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Act  had  been  discus- 
sed with  the  "appropriate 
authorities"  and  the  company 
had  been  assured  they  could 
act  on  this  within  the  law. 

On  the  method  of  distribu- 
tion he  said  a  certain  amount 
of  flexibility  was  required,  but 
it  was  probable  that  the  goods 
would  be  handled  through 
"certain  normal  wholesale 
channels." 

The  board  of  NPU  Holdings 
Ltd  issued  the  following  state- 
ment on  November  25.  "Ref- 
erence made  to  NPUM  Ltd 
and  Nutimes  in  the  communi- 
cation recently  circulated  by 
the  National  Pharmacy  Buying 
Group  have  been  taken  by 
some  NPU  members  as  imply- 
ing that  NPUM  Ltd  is  asso- 
ciated with  the  proposals. 
NPUM  Ltd  wishes  to  make  it 
clear  that  it  is  not.  nor  are  any 
of  the  organisations  in  the  NPU 
Group  connected  in  any  way 
with  the  proposed  scheme."

Distribution 
job  survey 

A  survey  aimed  at  compiling 
job  descriptions  for  every  class 
of  worker  employed  in  the  dis- 
tributive industry  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  Distributive 
Industry  Training  Board  and 
the  Retail  Trades  Educational 
Council. 

It  is  hoped  to  identify  and 
classify  up  to  2.000  different 
jobs,  each  requiring  special 
skills  and  knowledge. 
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Antibiotics  in  animals- 
further  restrictions 

Further  restrictions  on  the  use  of  antibiotics  in  animals  pro- 
posed by  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  use  of  Antibiotics  in 
Animal  Husbandry  and  Veterinary  Medicine  — Swann  Com- 


mittee— set  up  in  July  1968 
might  appear  at  first  sight. 

That  is  because  the  Commit- 
tee have  interpreted  the  terms 
of  reference  to  include,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  true  antibiotics, 
the  synthetic  sulphonamides 
and  nitrofurans. 

The  Committee's  main  re- 
commendations have  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  Government. 
Chief  among  them  was  that 
antibiotics  should  be  classi- 
fied as  either  "feed"'  or  "thera- 
peutic." The  latter  would  be 
available  only  on  prescription. 

Feed  antibiotics  would  have 
to  meet  three  criteria: 

□  That  they  are  of  economic 
value  in  livestock  production 
under  British  conditions. 

□  That  they  have  little  or  no 
application  as  therapeutic 
agents  in  man  or  animals. 

□  That  they  will  not  impair 
the  efficacy  of  a  prescribed 
drug  or  drugs  through  the  de- 
velopment of  resistant  strains 
of  organisms. 

Maximum  permitted  level  of 
feed  antibiotics  should  remain 
at  100  ppm. 

As  a  consequence  of  the 
three  criteria  mentioned,  chlor- 
tetracycline,  oxytetracycline, 
penicillin,  tylosin  sulphon- 
amides and  nitrofurans,  should 
only  be  available  on  prescrip- 
tion. The  Committee  recom- 
mend that  chloramphenicol, 
already  available  only  on  pre- 
scription, should  be  retained 
for  use  as  an  exceptional 
measure  and  that  retail  packs 
of  its  preparations  should  be 
labelled  to  that  effect. 

The  only  antibiotic  currently 
on  the  market  that  approaches 
the  criteria  for  a  feed  antibi- 
otic is  zinc  bacitracin,  already 
used  in  human  therapy  in 
lozenges,  dusting  powders  and 
ointments.  A  Norwegian  com- 
pany Apothekeners  Labora- 
torium  A/S,  Oslo  has  an- 
nounced plans  to  market  the 
antibiotic  for  use  in  feeds 
when  permission  has  been 
granted  for  that  use  (see  p  490). 

A  further  recommendation 
is  that  a  committee  should  be 
set  up  under  the  Medicines 
Commission  with  overall  re- 
sponsibility for  the  whole  field 
of  use  of  antibiotics  and  re- 
lated substances. 


are  more  wide  ranging  than 

SET  'would  have 
to  be  replaced' 

If  the  selective  employment  tax 
was  removed,  some  other  form 
of  levy  would  have  to  be  put 
in  its  place,  said  Mr  William 
Ross,  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland,  when  replying  to  a 
Commons  question  on  Novem- 
ber 19. 

He  pointed  out  that  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
had  stated,  when  the  tax  was 
introduced,  that  it  was  a 
revenue-raiser.  "Anyone  who 
suggests  that  it  could  be  re- 
moved without  putting  some- 
thing else  in  its  place  is  de- 
ceiving the  public,"  said  Mr 
Ross. 

Of  bell  mortars 
and  pomanders 

Genuine  and  "fake"  mortars 
were  exhibited  at  a  meeting  of 
the  British  Society  for  the  His- 
tory of  Pharmacy  on  Novem- 
ber 23,  when  Mrs  A.  Lothian 
Short  spoke  on  bell  metal  mor- 
tars. 

Mortars  were  often  made  out 
of  what  was  left  over  after 
casting  a  peal  of  bells,  and  the 
the  original  founders  were 
monks,  she  said.  Then  came  the 
journeymen  bell  founders  who 
cast  near  the  site  of  the  church. 
Later,  foundries  were  estab- 
lished in  London,  Nottingham. 
Gloucester  and  York.  One  of 
the  earliest  English  bell  mor- 
tars is  now  in  the  Museum 
of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical 
Society  at  York.  Dated  1308 
it  was  cast  in  the  city  and  is 
ornamented  with  rows  of 
quatrefoils.  which  contain  the 
symbols  of  the  four  evangelists. 

Slides  depicting  various 
types  of  motar  were  shown 
and  there  were  on  exhibition  a 
series  of  mortars  from  the  E. 
Saville  Peck  collection  at  the 
Society's  headquarters. 

Mrs  Lothian  Short  said  that 
mortars  with  a  cylindrical  body 
were  often  of  German  origin 
while  Italian  ones  were  "vase" 
shaped.  Spanish  mortars  were 
usually  rather  squat  in  shape, 
being  broader  than  they  were 
high,  with  sometimes  a  flatten- 
ed rim. 

Mr  L.  G.   Matthews,  presi- 


Mr  L.  G.  Matthews 

dent,  described  how  a  number 
of  Spanish  mortars  had  figures 
forming  pilasters  brazed  on 
their  sides.  A  similar  technique 
was  used  on  those  coming  from 
Portugal.  He  also  mentioned 
that  mortars  were  often  given 
as  wedding  presents  in  the  16th 
and  17th  centuries  when  they 
wee  used  domestically  in 
kitchens. 

When  Mr  D.  Sparshott  asked 
about  the  preservation  and 
cleaning  of  mortars,  Mrs 
Lothian  Short  mentioned  that 
she  had  found  a  silicone  furni- 
ture polish  extremely  useful. 
Another  member  who  asked 
about  the  current  value  of  mor- 
tars was  told  they  ranged  from 
fl  to  £270. 

Miss  A.  Hutton  spoke  of 
pomanders  and  described  their 
use  in  the  Elizabethan  period 
to  perfume  the  air.  Records 
show  that  Queen  Elizabeth  I 
received  several  pomanders  as 
gifts,  many  of  them  containing 
a  wide  variety  of  ingredients 
of  which  benzoin  and  storax 
were  the  most  prominent.  It 
appeared  that  where  simple 
pomanders  were  required,  the 
ingredients  were  usually  made 
up  domestically  'in  the  still 
room,"  but  pomanders  with 
more  complex  formulae  were 
prepared  by  the  apothecary. 

D  unng  the  Great  Plague, 
tracts  were  issued  that  inclu- 
ded three  types  of  prophylactic 
pomanders;  herbs,  sponges 
dipped  in  aromatic  vinegars  or 
a  solid  gum  type  that  were 
carried  in  balls  of  juniper  wood 
or  metal.  About  1630,  poman- 
der sticks  were  introduced  with 
the  knob  containing  the 
pomander.  These  later  became 
closely  associated  with  the 
medical  profession.

Retailers  and 
the  50p  piece 

The  attitude  of  shopkeepers  to 
the  new  50p  coin  was  "Watch 
that,  Guv'nor,  otherwise  you 
will  lose  it,"  said  Sir  Douglas 
Glover  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  November  20  during 
an  adjournment  debate. 

He  said  there  was  enormous 
hostility  in  the  minds  of  the 
public  concerning  the  new  coin 
that  was  so  difficult  to  distin- 
guish from  the  2s  piece.  He 
suggested  that  a  coin  the  equi- 
valent of  10s  should  be  bigger 
than  one  worth  only  one  fifth 
of  that  amount.  The  look, 
shape  and  size  of  the  new  coin 
were  entirely  wrong.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  Government 
should  call  in  all  the  coins, 
melt  them  down  and  so  make  a 
profit  of  £4  million. 

Mr  Eldon  Griffiths  said  that 
his  objections  to  the  coin  were 
those  of  many  of  his  constitu- 
ents, especially  shopkeepers, 
who  found  it  easier  to  "bundle 
up  their  notes"  than  to  "pull 
together  all  these  large  and 
rattling  coins." 

Mr  William  Rogers.  Minister 
of  State.  Treasury,  personally 
regarded  the  design  of  the  new 
coin  as  "a  beautiful  piece  of 
work."  He  did  not  deny  there 
was  some  concern  about  it.  He 
felt  that  a  nice  shiny  coin  was 
more  acceptable  than  a  dirty 
piece  of  paper. 
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"Little  masterpieces" — that  was  Professor  Dunlop's  view  of 
highly  factual,  statistically  sound  and  extremely  readable,  he 
series.

"I  cannot  see  why  the  Society 
gets  so  hot  under  the  collar 
about  doctor  dispensing,"  said 
Mr  George  Raine,  president, 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. 
Mr  Raine  was  giving  a  hospital 
pharmacist's  viewpoint  on 
health  centres,  following  Mr  J. 
C.  Bloomfield,  who  had  out- 
lined Council  policy  on  the 
subject. 

Emphasising  that  he  was 
speaking  personally  and  not  for 
the  Guild,  Mr  Raine  pointed 
out  that  pharmacists  had  recog- 
nised that  assistants  could  be 
trained  to  dispense.  If  so,  why 
should  not  doctors? 

The  pharmacist's  responsi- 
bility was  to  exercise  an  over- 
all direction,  to  advise  on  prob- 
lems of  interpreting  the  pres- 
erver's wishes  correctly  and  to 
advise  the  doctor.  He  would 
not  say  that  the  pharmacist,  al- 
though knowledgeable  on  the 
subject,  was  the  "expert"  on 
drugs.  He  knew  a  little  about 
various  aspects  such  as  phar- 
macology, toxicology  and  ad- 
verse reactions,  and  knew  where 
to  obtain  information  when 
requested. 

Only  by  working  side  by  side 
with  the  doctor  could  the  phar- 
macist exercise  a  truly  phar- 
maceutical function.  A  health 
centre  would  therefore  need 
two  pharmacists  and  dispensing 
assistants.  That  would  allow 
time  for  reading,  discussions 
with  other  professional  staff  at 
the  centre  and  for  attending 
post-graduate  courses. 


Retail  view  on 
equal  pay 

The  Retail  Consortium,  Retail 
Alliance  and  Federation  of 
Wholesale  Organisations  have 
issued  jointly  their  comments 
on  the  Government's  proposals 
for  legislation  on  equal  pay. 
They  point  out  that  the  retail 
and  wholesale  trades  employ 
in  all  about  2,500,000  people, 
1,500,000  of  them  females,  the 
largest  number  of  females  in 
any  employment  in  the  coun- 
try. 

The  three  organisations  think 
that,  of  the  various  ways  of  ex- 
pressing equal  pay,  the  Gov- 
ernment's definition  "no  discri- 
mination in  remuneration  on 
grounds  of  sex"  is  the  best. 

They  agree  in  general  with 
the  proposed  rules  for  avoid- 
ing discrimination  but  think 
that  the  Government  has  not 
yet  hit  on  a  satisfactory  way  of 
distinguishing  between  jobs  that 
are  sufficiently  alike  to  be 
called  "the  same  work"  and 
thoee  where  the  differences  are 
substantial. 

Nor  do  they  think  a  satis- 
factory way  has  so  far  been 
proposed  of  equalising  pension 
rights. 

As  at  present  framed,  the 
Government's  proposals  could 
be  read  as  meaning  that  such 
things  as  merit  awards  and 
long  service  awards  would  be 
endangered.  This  is  probably 
not  the  intention  but  the  mat- 
ter needs  to  be  clarified. 


The  three  organisations  dis- 
agree with  the  Government's 
suggestion  of  achieving  instal- 
ments of  equal  pay  by  dates 
earlier  than  1975. 

"Nothing  is  more  certain  than 
that  the  methods  of  achieving 
equal  pay  will  have  to  be 
worked  out  between  the  em- 
ployers and  the  unions  or 
workpeople  concerned."  Any 
attempt  to  impose  stages  and 
dates  on  that  work  from  out- 
side could  be  both  irrelevant 
and  damaging,  says  the  an- 
nouncement.

New  regulations 
on  poisons? 

New  regulations  under  the  1961 
Poisons  Act  may  be  introduced 
early  in  1970,  Mr  R.  J.  Power, 
vice-president.  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  told  phar- 
macists attending  the  first  of  a 
series  of  lectures  on  agro- 
chemicals  in  Dublin,  on  Nov- 
ember 4. 

Urging  that  pharmacists 
should  prepare  themselves  by 
arranging  not  only  to  keep 
stocks  of  the  necessary  mater- 
ials but  also  to  provide  an 
advisory  service  on  their  appli- 
cation and  use.  Mr  Power  said 
the  Minister  intended  to  create 
a  new  class  of  licensed  sellers. 
Pharmacists  would  continue  to 
exercise  their  right  to  sell  all 
poisons  but  the  licensed  sellers 
would  replace  the  1908  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act  licencees. 

Under  the  proposed  new 
regulations  licensed  sellers 
would  be  permitted  to  sell  any 
poison  used  in  horticulture  or 
agriculture.  That  could  have 
long-term  renercussions:  the 
only  yardstick  used  in  deter- 
mining if  a  trader  should  be 


made  a  licensed  seller  was:  "are 
the  needs  of  the  community  in 
his  area  already  met  by  an- 
other trader  or  by  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist?"  If  a  phar- 
macist's provided  the  materials 
for  controlling  pests  in  ani- 
mals and  crops  it  should  be 
difficult  for  a  trader  to  con- 
vince the  licensing  authority 
that  the  needs  of  the  com- 
munity were  not  being  catered 
for. 

Many  rural  pharmacists  al- 
ready provided  a  limited  ad- 
visory service,  but  it  was  im- 
portant to  make  the  service  as 
comprehensive  as  possible. 

Cities  and  towns  were  see- 
ing a  growing  interest  in  hor- 
ticulture and  the  urban  phar- 
macist, apart  from  trying  to 
remedy  his  neglect  to  sell  these 
poisons  in  the  past,  could 
secure  for  himself  a  handsome 
financial  return.  A  booklet  on 
herbicides,  fungicides  and  in- 
secticides, produced  by  the 
Post-Graduate  Education  Com- 
mittee and  expected  to  be 
available  in  February,  should 
be  a  standard  reference  in 
every  pharmacy.

Good  year  for 
Remploy  sales 

Sales  of  Remploy  Ltd  for  the  year  ended 
March  31  amounted  to  £8,788,000,  an 
increase  of  nearly  9  per  cent  over  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  the  highest  ever  in  the 
company's  24  years  of  operation.  Giving 
those  figures  at  a  meeting  in  London  on 
November  20,  the  chairman  (Mr  L.  Stuch- 
bery),  added  that  the  number  of  severely 
disabled  people  employed  was  also  the 
highest  ever.

Preservation  and  planning 

Last  week  I  commented  on  speculation  concerning  medicines  in  the  last  decade 
of  this  century.  This  week  we  have  been  permitted  to  look  still  further  ahead, 
to  the  constitution  of  the  register  in  the  year  2000  AD.  The  tables  published 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  based  on  a  sample  membership  survey  and 
conclusions  are  drawn  from  the  trends  indicated  since  the  survey  of  1962. 
(p  470.)  The  disappearance  of  so  many  pharmacies  in  recent  years  reflects 
the  preponderance  of  ageing  pharmacists,  many  of  whom,  in  the  dark  days 
following  the  first  World  War,  were  obliged  to  open  pharmacies  in  order  to 
practise  their  calling. 

At  that  time  the  cost  of  equipping  and  stocking  a  pharmacy  was  not  prohi- 
bitive. Most  of  the  drugs  in  use  were  relatively  cheap,  and  a  dispensary  stock 
of  some  £30-40  adequately  covered  the  needs  of  the  period.  Those  pioneers 
of  a  new  and  better  world  have  struggled  on  for  years  in  the  hope  that,  at 
the  end  of  a  long  working  life,  the  sale  of  the  business  would  enable  them  to 
eke  out  their  remaining  years  in  moderate  comfort. 

But  many  such  pharmacies  are  not  proving  an  attraction  to  young  phar- 
macists, who  find  that,  with  no  capital  investment  whatever,  they  can  live  more 
comfortably  than  those  who  would  like  to  sell  and  retire.  The  position  is  a 
sad  one,  and  1  have  every  sympathy  with  the  older  pharmacist  who  finds  him- 
self compelled  to  carry  on  at  a  time  when  he  is  in  need  of  some  leisure — for, 
be  it  remembered,  he  has  worked  hard  during  longer  days  than  we  know  now. 
And,  despite  himself,  he  has  found  himself  compelled  to  invest  an  ever-increas- 
ing proportion  of  his  capital  in  stock  to  meet  the  requirements  of  modern 
medicine. 

Some  of  those  pharmacies,  unattractive  to  prospective  owners,  may  yet 
be  giving  an  essential  service  in  their  area,  and  before  more  of  them  close 
they  should  be  surveyed  from  the  point  of  view  of  public  need.  That,  I  feel, 
is  the  first  essential  in  any  planned  pharmaceutical  service. 

Mobile  pharmacies 

In  his  address  to  the  Cardiff  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr  George 
Thomas,  Secretary  of  State  for  Wales,  made  reference  (p  462)  to  the  proposals 
emanating  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  a  planned  pharmaceutical 
service.  He  referred  specifically  to  the  suggestion  that,  in  certain  remote  areas, 
a  subsidised  mobile  pharmacy  might  provide  the  service  under  controlled 
conditions.  That  proposal  seems  to  have  caught  the  public  fancy;  but  he  also 
mentioned  the  disappearance  of  the  pharmacy  from  some  of  the  smaller  towns 
and  villages  of  Wales,  and  there,  I  feel  sure,  is  the  kernel  of  the  problem. 

Much  better  to  take  steps  to  prevent  that  erosion  before  it  goes  any  further 
than  to  be  led  away  by  the — at  first  sight — attractiveness  of  the  mobile  phar- 
macy. In  that  regard,  bearing  in  mind  the  age  position  of  the  register,  the  next 
two  or  three  years  are  vital,  and  prevention,  we  are  told,  is  better  than  cure. 
The  needs  of  the  community,  long  accustomed  to  a  complete  pharmaceutical 
service,  must  be  the  first  consideration. 

'IMP'  Labelling 

The  argument  on  the  named  labelling  of  medicines  proceeds,  and  last  week's 
correspondence  column  (p  468)  carried  a  convincing  letter  from  a  pharmacist 
from  New  Zealand.  Personally,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  argu- 
ments against  the  practice  are  outweighed  by  those  in  its  favour.  My  first 
acceptance  of  the  situation  was  brought  about  by  the  appearance  on  one  pre- 
scription form  of  four  separate  batches  of  tablets,  all  white  and  all  alike  in 
size  and  appearance,  and  by  realising  the  danger  of  confused  medication  if 
some  identification  were  not  given.  Thereafter  I  found  myself  on  a  slippery 
slope.

'Withdraw  cyclamates'  call 
to  Irish  pharmacists 

Pharmacists  in  the  Irish  Republic  are 
preparations   containing  cyclamates 
Society  of  Ireland  decided  to  call  for  I 
November  1 1 . 

The  attention  of  the  meeting  had  been 
drawn  by  the  Registrar,  Mr  J.  G.  Cole- 
man, to  a  report  that  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
had  requested  pharmacists  to  withdraw 
forthwith  tablets  and  cubes  containing 
cyclamates  used  as  household  sweeteners 
and  not  to  wait  until  the  ban  on  cycla- 
mates becomes  operative  in  January  1970. 

Professor  Richard  F.  Timoney,  dean  of 
the  College  of  Pharmacy,  was  co-opted  a 
member  of  the  Council  to  succeed  the  late 
Mr  Con  Cremen.  Proposing  his  co-option, 
Mr  D.  J.  Kennelly  said  that  Professor 
Timoney  was  outstanding  in  the  work  he 
had  achieved  in  the  pharmaceutical  field. 
He  had  no  doubt  that  his  contribution  in 
the  years  ahead  would  be  even  greater. 

Mr  Kennelly  said  he  wanted  it  made 
clear  that  he  was  not  proposing  Professor 
Timoney  to  act  as  a  representative  of  the 
academic  group  but  for  his  dedication  to 
pharmacy  in  general. 

Mr  HlLLERY  queried  whether  a  member 
of  the  college  staff  could  be  a  member  of 
the  Council.  The  President,  Mr  T.  R. 
Miller,  replied  that  a  precedent  had  already 
been  set  both  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland. 


Locums  for  council  members 

After  the  matter  had  been  sympathetic- 
ally received,  and  following  an  assurance 
that  it  could  be  raised  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  Mr  J.  M.  Hillery 
agreed  to  withdraw  a  notice  of  motion  in 
his  name  asking  that  the  reimbursement 
of  expenses  incurred  by  attendance  at 
Council  meetings  should  include  the  ex- 
pense of  providing  a  Council  member  with 
a  locum  for  the  day. 

Mr  Hillery  said  that  the  number 
of  pharmacies  with  two  pharmacists,  or  a 
pharmacist  and  a  qualified  assistant,  was 
only  in  the  region  of  15  per  cent  and 
economic  considerations  denied  the  average 
proprietor-pharmacist  the  democratic  right 
to  stand  for  election. 

He  intended  that  the  reimbursement 
should  apply  only  to  pharmacists  running 
a  pharmacy  on  their  own  and  where  it 
would  be  necessary  to  employ  a  locum 
while  the  proprietor  attended  Council 
meetings.  The  motion  should  not  be  inter- 
preted as  an  attempt  by  a  new  member 
"to  feather  his  own  nest."  Mr  T.  P. 
Guckian  seconded. 

Mr  H.  P.  Corrigan  opposed  the  motion 
on  principle.  Membership  of  the  Council 
was  an  honorary  office,  he  said. 

If  the  proposed  payment  were  granted 


being  asked  to  remove  all  stocks  of 
'immediately."  The  Pharmaceutic  al 
his  action  at  its  meeting  in  Dublin  on 

it  could  be  interpreted  as  a  quibble  or  an 
evasion  to  get  paid  for  work.  It  would 
not  be  fair  to  members  of  the  Society 
who  would  have  to  bear  the  cost.  It  was 
a  matter  for  members  of  the  Society  only 
— not  for  licentiates — and  members  could 
object  if  the  cost  added  to  the  amount  of 
the  fee  they  had  to  pay.  The  motion 
could  give  rise  and  fairly  so,  to  the  charge 
that  Council  members  were  concerned 
about  running  their  pharmacies  legally 
only  during  the  fime  members  were  attend- 
ing Council  meeiings.  Mr  Corrigan  asked 
that  the  motion  be  withdrawn. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  thought  that  any- 
thing which  would  contribute  to  an 
adverse  budget  should  not  be  considered, 
but  when  education  was  taken  away  from 
the  Society  the  matter  could  be  re-con- 
sidered. 

Had  not  the  money 

Mr  R.  J.  Semple,  treasurer,  felt  it  was 
his  duty  to  point  out  that  expenses  last 
year  amounted  to  £1,527.  If  the  motion 
were  passed  he  believed  19  members 
would  be  entitled  to  claim  reimbursement 
— and  some  might  be  three  days  away 
from  their  pharmacies.  That  would  add 
£2,000  to  their  deficit  and  they  had  not 
got  the  money. 

Mr  Cashman  said  an  element  of 
sectionalism,  with  which  he  disagreed,  was 
creeping  into  representation  on  the  Coun- 
cil. When  he  came  on  the  Council  he  did 
so  to  represent  pharmacists  regardless  of 
sections.  Asking  if  local  associations 
would  consider  helping  members  who  in- 
curred expense  in  attending  to  Council 
matters,  Mr  Cashman  said  the  Society's 
finances  were  not  healthy.  He  would  not 
like  to  see  any  member  denied  the  oppor- 
tunity to  sit  on  the  Council  because  of 
financial  reasons. 

Mr  M.  Power,  as  one  of  the  15  per 
cent  who  had  "one  or  more  pharmacists 
looking  after  the  pharmacy"  sympathised 
with  the  motion  but  felt  it  was  slightly 
premature.  If  Mr  Hillery  had  mentioned 
it  at  provincial  level  a  system  could  prob- 
ably have  been  worked  out  to  overcome 
the  difficulties.  At  present  Mr  Power  could 
not  support  it. 

Mr  Guckian  thought  it  was  not  a 
question  of  paying  a  locum — it  was  more 
a  question  of  accessibility  of  Council 
members  to  members  of  the  Society.  If 
the  Council  could  think  of  any  means 
other  than  provision  of  locums  to  enable 
ordinary  members  of  the  Society  to  go 
forward  for  election  they  should  look 
into  it. 


Consideration  could  be  given  to  chang- 
ing the  day  of  the  Council  meeting  to 
better  suit  the  attendance  of  provincial 
members.  Other  professions  did  not  have 
to  rely  so  much  on  locums.  He  understood 
that  meetings  of  the  Irish  Medical  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Veterinary  Council  were 
held  in  the  evenings;  the  fact  that  phar- 
macists had  to  have  their  pharmacies  open 
during  normal  hours  created  considerable 
difficulty  in  attending  afternoon  meetings. 

The  President  said  he  had  put  down  a 
motion  in  somewhat  similar  terms  some 
time  ago.  However  the  Society  was  not  a 
large  organisation  and  he  did  not  think 
they  could  approve  of  reimbursing  Coun- 
cil members.  If  the  principle  were  adopted 
it  should  apply  to  all  proprietors  irrespec- 
tive of  the  number  of  qualified  persons 
employed.  On  that  basis  all  Council  mem- 
bers should  be  reimbursed  except  the  two 
who  were  employed  in  industrial  phar- 
macy. That  would  be  expensive. 

Could  local  associations  help? 

The  suggestion  that  local  associations 
might  help  pharmacists  had  been  adopted 
in  the  Donegal  area  in  the  case  of  Mr 
V.  G.  McElwee  where  local  pharmacists 
looked  after  his  pharmacy  in  his  official 
absence  and  it  had  worked  out  quite  well. 

Mr  Hillery  appreciated  that  there  was 
a  financial  difficulty  and  that  enlisting  the 
help  of  local  associations  was  a  good  idea. 
He  would  be  prepared  to  withdraw  the 
motion  if  it  could  be  revived  at  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

The  Registrar  pointed  out  that  while 
the  matter  could  be  discussed  at  the  annual 
meeting  the  final  responsibility  rested  with 
the  Council. 

Mr  McElwee  as  "the  most  expensive 
member  of  the  Council"  sympathised  with 
the  motion  but  would  not  like  to  add  to 
the  expense  of  Council.  The  matter  of 
expense  had  given  him  some  difficulty  for 
some  time  and  he  had  offered  to  resign, 
but  when  he  placed  his  views  before  the 
Donegal  Association  they  refused  to  hear 
of  his  resigning  and  had  offered  help. 
While  deeply  appreciative,  he  did  find  it 
embarrassing  to  have  to  call  on  the  ser- 
vices of  local  colleagues  every  time  he 
came  to  Dublin  on  official  business. 

At  the  outset  the  president  reported 
that  a  committee  had  been  set  up  with  a 
view  to  securing  greater  liaison  with  indus- 
trial pharmacy  on  matters  of  common 
interest,  including  metrication  and  pack- 
aging. A  meeting  of  the  committee  had 
already  been  held,  under  the  Practice  of 
Pharmacy  Committee. 

Mr  Walsh  said  a  report  would  be  sub- 
mitted later. 

The  president  also  reported  that  the 
series  of  lectures  by  experts  on  agro- 
chemicals  had  already  begun.  Mr  Kennelly 
had  spoken  in  Cork  and  a  meeting  had 
been  addressed  in  Dublin  by  Dr  Neenan 
of  the  Agricultural  Institute  the  previous 
week.  The  president  had  been  slightly 
disappointed  at  the  attendance. 

Reporting  on  the  fact  that  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co  were  to  set  up  a  manufacturing  plant 
in  Cork,  the  President  said  he  understood 
the  plant  would  be  operating  mainly  for 
export.  Mr  Cashman  said  that  the  name 
Parke,  Davis  was  one  that  all  pharma- 
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cists  respected.  He  would  like  the  Council 
to  express  its  pleasure  that  a  firm  of  such 
standing  should  decide  to  start  operations 
in  Ireland  and  to  give  assurances  of  co- 
operation and  of  the  continued  support 
of  Irish  pharmacists. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  Mr  C.  S. 
O'Connor,  of  the  College  staff,  had  com- 
plied with  a  request  from  the  Department 
of  Health,  and  placed  at  its  disposal  all 
his  information  on  drug  abuse. 

The  Registrar  understood  that  a  sum- 
mary of  the  discussions  on  the  proposed 
new  health  scheme  and  the  offer  which 
the  Department  of  Health  would  be  pre- 
pared to  make  to  participating  pharmacists 
had  now  been  prepared  by  Department 
officials  and  was  awaiting  clearance  from 
the  Minister  before  being  sent  to  the 
loint  Negotiating  Committee. 

Problems  from 
new  drugs 

Problems  arising  from  the  annual  spate 
of  new  drugs  were  discussed  by  three 
speakers  at  the  professional  dinner  of  the 
Bournemouth  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  on  November  19. 
Dr  R.  A.  M.  Scott,  member  of  the 
Advisory  Panel  Prescribers  Journal  said 
it  was  a  doctor's  duty  to  think  carefully 
about  expensive  drugs.  A  prescription  was 
like  a  cheque,  and  it  was  bad  housekeep- 
ing to  buy  an  expensive  object  when  a 
cheaper  one  would  do  as  well.  Sometimes 
patients  asked  for  repeat  prescriptions  as 
of  right,  with  no  idea  that  it  cost  £5  or 
£10  to  buy  it  over  the  counter. 

He  wished  there  was  some  way  of 
letting  the  patient  know  the  cost  of  his 
prescription. 

Dr  Scott  began  by  saying  he  was  glad 
to  acknowledge  his  appreciation  of  the 
worth  of  the  dispensing  chemists  he  had 
known.  He  had  always  found  them  well- 
informed — "which  says  much  for  their 
training,"  helpful  and  pleasant  to  work 
with. 

Not  general  tonics 

Criticising  claims  made  in  respect  of 
a  number  of  preparations  Dr  Scott  pointed 
out  that  anabolic  steroids  were  expensive. 
Their  action  and  use  were  strictly  limited, 
yet  one  saw  them  advertised  as  though  they 
were  general  tonics,  "which  they  certainly 
are  not."  Some  linctuses,  too,  were  ex- 
pensive, but  none  superseded  for  effective- 
ness the  cheap  linct.  codein. 

Summing  up,  he  said  there  were  four 
reasons  for  using  a  new  drug.  It  had  to 
be  new,  better,  cheaper  or  have  fewer 
side  effects  than  known  drugs  and  if  it 
did  not  satisfy  those  requirements,  it 
should  not  be  used. 

Mr  Justin  Clark,  consultant  physician, 
Bournemouth  and  East  Dorset  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  said  that  of  the 
21,000  pharmaceutical  products  in  the 
market  place  a  medical  consultant  would 
probably  consistently  use  but  15-20  — 
"considerably  less  than  the  number  used 
by  the  general  practitioner." 

The  greatest  problem  that  arose  from 
the  increased  medication  continuously  be- 
coming available  was  that  of  assimilating 


knowledge  and  information  concerning 
new  drugs.  The  development  of  powerful 
therapy  had  led  to  a  demand  for  pro- 
grammed  postgraduate  education. 

The  third  speaker  was  Dr  T.  D.  Whittet, 
chief  pharmacist,  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security,  who  had  spent  four 
and  a  half  years  in  general  practice 
pharmacy,  two  and  a  half  years  in  a 
manufacturing  company  and  over  20  years 
in  hospital  pharmacy. 

"Perhaps  the  most  valuable  lesson  I 
have  learned  is  to  be  curious  about  drugs 
and  preparations.  1  have  made  it  a  practice 
never  to  hear  about  a  new  drug  without 
finding  out  something  about  it,  if  it  was 
only  its  chemical  group  or  structure,  its 
actions  and  uses  and  possible  toxic  effects. 
I  always  stressed  this  to  medical,  dental, 
pharmaceutical  and  nursing  students, 
suggesting  that  a  card  index  compiled  like 
this  can  be  a  valuable  source,  especially 
if  the  entries  are  related  to  one's  own 
observations." 

The  hospital  pharmacy  should  be  the 
font  of  information  on  sources  of  drugs 
and  chemicals. 

Dr  Whittet  then  referred  to  a  number 
of  reference  books  that  were  of  value 
to  the  pharmacist  in  dealing  with  many 
day-to-day  problems.  He  mentioned  the 
C&D  Tablet  &  Capsule  Identification 
Guide;  the  C&D  Year  Book  was  a  source 
book  for  drugs,  chemicals  and  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  and  apparatus. 

Since  economical  prescribing  was  good 
prescribing,  the  pharmacist  should  be 
able  to  provide  prescribers  with  informa- 
tion about  the  comparative  cost  of  dif- 
ferent preparations.  "I  do  not  mean  that 
the  cheapest  preparations  should  always 
be  advocated,  but  there  are  many  instances 
when  a  very  expensive  preparation  offers 
little  or  no  advantage  over  a  cheaper  one." 

Speaking  of  the  Health  Departments. 
Dr  Whittet  pointed  out  that  the  pharma- 
cists there  were  concerned  with  virtually 
the  whole  field  of  pharmacy  and  might 
be  consulted  on  a  wide  variety  of  sub- 
jects by  other  pharmacists  and  by  their 
professional  and  administrative  colleagues. 
Therefore  they  tried  to  build  up  a  com- 
prehensive filing  system  on  all  the  prob- 
lems brought  to  them. 


Management  services 
'hospitalised' 

In  its  choice  of  guest  speaker.  South  West 
Metropolitan  Hospital  Pharmacists'  Com- 
mittee demonstrated  once  again  on  Nov- 
ember 20,  its  determination  to  keep  its 
members  fully  informed  on  current  devel- 
opments. Mr  W.  H.  Taylor  has  been  less 
than  two  months  in  his  post  as  manage- 
ment services  officer  to  the  Regional  Hos- 
pital Board,  and  only  three  other  such 
officers  exist.  "Management  services,"  said 
Mr  Taylor,  was  an  aid  to  management  in 
introducing  it  to,  and  encouraging  the 
adoption  of,  new  techniques  that  were 
designed  to  produce  greater  productivity, 
profitability  and  effectiveness. 

Modern  enterprises,  hospital  groups  in- 
cluded, were  now  so  large  they  couldn't 
risk  failure.  Trial  and  error  was  "out." 

Objective  of  management  services  was 
not  mere  saving  of  cost:  benefit  aspects 
were  vital.  Its  tools  were  systems  analysis 
and  design,  data  processing,  quantitative 
decision  analysis,  operational  research, 
behavioural  science,  organisation  planning, 
work  study,  statistics,  and  management 
audit — the  last  being  a  check  that  a  man- 
ager was  doing  his  job  within  the  policy 
and  procedures  laid  down.  In  the  hospital 
service,  centralised  management  services 
were  inevitable  if  regional  interests  were 
to  be  taken  fully  into  account. 

Mr  Taylor's  address  followed  the  Com- 
mittee's annual  meeting,  at  which  the 
chairman  (Mr  E.  A.  Cross)  announced 
that  Miss  J.  C.  V.  Green'eaf  (St  James's 
Hospital.  Balham),  and  Mrs  E.  E.  Moore 
(Redhill  Hospital)  were  replacing  on  the 
Committee  Messrs  W.  W.  Hailstone  and 
J.  W.  Allister,  who  had  retired.  Mr  G.  J. 
J.  Turner,  reporting  on  quality-control 
aspects  of  the  Committee's  purchasing 
scheme,  said  200  assays  had  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.  160  of  them  on  non- 
ethicals.  The  laboratory  was  now  equip- 
ped for  chromatographic  and  potentio- 
metric  testing.  Miss  Greenleaf  had  given 
great  service  in  reporting  on  the  physical 
properties  of  tablets.  There  were  hopes 
that  the  Committee  would  have  the  advan- 
tage of  a  larger  laboratory  at  the  new 
Southlands  hospital.

Independent  grocers  have  so  successfully 
joined  buying  forces  that  they  now  have 
the  highest  rate  of  sales  growth  in  the 
grocery  world.  The  giant  multiples  have 
been  pushed  into  second  place.  Do  not 
we  chemists  have  the  same  capabilities 
as  the  independent  grocer?

This  week  has  seen  the  advent  of  the 
National  Pharmacy  Buying  Group,  and, 
by  some  strange  coincidence,  of  an  in- 
cident that  would  seem  to  endorse  the 
Group's  policy  in  a  succint.  pertinent  way. 
This  has  resulted  in  the  following  letter 
being  sent  to  the  sales  director  of  the 
company  concerned: 

"Your  company's  representative  called 
yesterday  to  check  our  requirements  for 
an  order  and  to  'service'  the  call.  No  men- 
tion was  made  of  any  Nivea  bonus  during 
the  discussion  of  this  product.  Our  stocks 
of  all  sizes  of  Nivea  being  adequate  from 
the  last  order,  no  order  was  placed.  Our 
sales  of  Nivea,  as  shown  by  our  stock 
card  would  seem  to  have  dropped. 
"The  enclosed  offer  was  purchased  by  the 
writer  this  morning  in  a  local  chain  store 
for  the  price  marked.  3s  4d.  (This  was  a 
card-mounted  tablet  of  soap  and  jar  of 
cream — headed  "Winter  skin-care  offer 
Creme  soap  free).  Your  list  price  for  the 
cream  is  3s  9d  and  that  for  the  soap. 
Is  4d. 

"It  has  been  our  policy  to  support  your 
company's  products  and  to  support  the 
introduction  of  your  new  products.  The 
chain  store  mentioned  carried  only  this 
offer  in  the  Nivea  range  and  no  other 
Nivea  stock.  Our  pharmacies  carry  Nivea 
items  throughout  the  range  including 
tinted  preparations,  regardless  of  sales 
volume  to  provide  the  necessary  'service' 
stock  to  maintain  the  full  range. 
"We  have  recently  been  approached  by 
the  National  Pharmacy  Buying  Group 
who  point  out  this  type  of  practice  is 
punitive  to  the  pharmacy,  where  most 
of  your  company's  products  earn  their 
goodwill  and  find  their  feet  in  the  market 
place.  From  experiences  of  this  kind  we 
are  inclined  to  support  the  views  put 
forward  by  the  NPBG  and  to  challenge  the 
integrity  of  companies  such  as  your  own- 
in  this  sphere  of  marketing. 
"In  the  light  of  the  foregoing  I  would 
like  you  to  cancel  our  order  for  your  in- 
troductory offer  on  your  new  hand  cream." 

The  above  describes  a  particular  pro- 
motion that  seems  to  be  available  to  the 


supermarket  type  of  store  only  and  one 
which  is  not  even  offered  to  pharmacy. 
Thus  the  shops  "round  the  corner'"  in  the 
National  Pharmacy  Buying  Group's 
words  "make  us  look  commercially  ridi- 
culous." The  NPU  describe  this  situation 
in  words  like  "Retail  grocery  outlets  are 
winning  hands  down  .  .  .  are  hopelessly 
outstripping  retail  pharmacists."

My  form  allows  for  the  chemist  pack 
to  run  next  to  the  prescription  and  the 
pricers  column,  to  get  a  necessary  se- 
quence for  the  pricer  of  article,  pack  and 
price.  The  chemist  can  stamp  the  prescrip- 
tion holding  it  with  his  left  hand  and  not 
having  to  cross  his  right  hand  over  to 
stamp  and   number  the  items. 

The  form  allows  more  space  than  the 
present  one  for  the  doctor.

There  is  still  room  for  the  signature  and 
"ticks"  at  the  bottom  of  the  left  side 
of  the  form.  The  GP's  signature  and  date 
with  his  stamp  at  the  bottom  right  and 
the  chemist's  stamp  at  the  top  right. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  marked 
in  by  the  chemist  is  at  the  right  side  next 
to  the  total  for  the  Pricing  Bureau. 

I  have  put  in  Mr,  Mrs,  Master,  Miss 
and  Baby.  The  first  four  are  essential. 
Age  left  open  for  children  because  even 


though  12  is  the  age  when  children  take 
adult  doses  this  age  of  12  has  no  signi- 
ficance really  and  the  true  age  has. 

Old  people  could  be  65  +  .  children 
correct  age.  Adults  just  write  adult  or 
21+. 

The  assistant  can  write  the  amount  of 
money  paid  in  the  space  for  the  exemption 
signature  if  the  chemist  so  desires. 

This  example  may  look  crowded  but 
it  can  all  be  seen  at  a  glance  even  so!

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Costs  of  being  a  Council  member 

If,  in  order  to  attend  a  meeting  of  Council  of  his  pro- 
fessional body,  a  pharmacist  has  to  engage  a  locum, 
should  he  be  reimbursed  for  that  expense? 

Although,  at  the  November  meeting  of  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  Mr  J.  M.  Hillery  with- 
drew his  motion  calling  for  such  payment  to  be  made,  the 
subject  is  not  dead.  The  increasingly  competitive  nature 
of  what  in  Ireland  is  called  community  pharmacy  and  in 
Britain  general  practice,  plus  the  feeling  among  many 
pharmacists  that  good  talent  goes  to  waste  because  likely 
candidates  cannot  shoulder  the  expense  of  serving,  almost 
guarantee  that  it  will  crop  up  again — and  not  only,  perhaps, 
in  Ireland. 

In  Dublin,  a  number  of  arguments  were  put  forward 
on  both  sides,  and  they  are  worth  further  examination. 
Others,  no  doubt,  might  have  suggested  themselves  if 
members  had  had  longer  notice  of  the  motion. 

We  agree  entirely  with  Mr  Corrigan  that  membership 
of  Council  is  honorary  and  that  candidates  should  stand 
for  the  honour  of  serving  and  without  thought  of  reimburse- 
ment. In  the  past  there  have  been  some,  as  Mr  Walsh 
pointed  out,  who  have  given  service  over  long  periods  at 
considerable  personal  sacrifice.  They  deserve  the  special 
respect  of  the  membership  on  that  account,  but  that  is  not 
necessarily  a  reason  for  abandoning  any  attempt  to 
equalise  burdens  in  the  future. 

The  argument  that  the  Council  "would  be  elected  from 
every  facet  of  pharmacy"  if  payment  were  made  for 
locum  costs  does  not  appear  to  us  to  have  been  borne 
out  by  past  experience.  A  majority  of  Council  members 
have  always  been  community  pharmacists,  and  if  they 
alone  were  promised  full  reimbursement,  the  result  might, 
paradoxically,  be  a  full  quota  of  candidates  from  retail 
and  no  chance  for  candidates  from  other  sectors. 

And  would  it  be  fair  to  allow  locum  expenses  for  the 
one-pharmacist  pharmacy  and  leave  a  member  from  a 
two-pharmacist  business  to  pay  his  own?  The  question  was 
rightly  raised  by  the  president. 

Two  other  issues  are  interlinked,  namely  the  amount  of 
money  involved  and  the  responsibility  of  the  Council — 
not  the  annual  meeting  —  for  the  final  decision.  Some 
Council  members,  coming  from  the  provinces,  might  be 
involved  in  more  than  the  one-day  locum  mentioned  by 
the  proposer.  In  any  case  the  total  sum  would  be  con- 
siderable and,  as  the  treasurer  said,  "the  Society  has  not 
got  the  money." 

That  is  true.  But  if  the  membership  at  large  were  to  feel 
they  were  not  getting  the  right  representation  they  could, 
in  the  last  resort,  ensure  that  the  wherewithal  was  forth- 
coming to  make  that  possible,  even  if  it  meant  a  higher 
subscription.  It  could  not  be  done,  as  the  registrar  reminded 
members,  by  vote  at  an  annual  meeting. 

It  could  be  done  over  a  period  by  returning  Council 
candidates  pledged  to  the  policy  of  reimbursement. 

Everything  hinges  on  what  members  demand,  and  to 
that  question  they  alone  can  provide  the  answer. 

In   the  meantime,   "if  the  Council  could,"   in  Mr 


Guckian's  words,  "think  of  any  means  other  than  the  pro- 
vision of  locums  to  enable  ordinary  members  of  the 
Society  to  go  forward  for  election,  they  should  look  into 
it." 

Change  of  heart  ? 

Buying  groups  have  rarely  made  the  headway  among 
pharmacists  in  Britain  that  they  have  among  grocers.  No 
doubt  there  are  a  number  of  reasons  for  this,  among  them 
the  hitherto  unparalleled  service  given  by  the  wholesalers 
and  also  the  pharmacist's  traditional  individual  reticence 
to  divulge  anything  to  his  competitor. 

There  are,  of  course,  some  small  flourishing  groups 
established  in  compact  areas  but  where  these  exist  the 
success  can  invariably  be  traced  to  the  drive  and  selfless 
attitude  of  an  individual  who,  if  he  were  to  cost  out  the 
time  spent  in  accounting  and  add  to  it  the  storage  costs, 
might  get  a  shock  to  find  how  little  was  saved. 

Last  year  Inpharm  was  conceived  to  help  chemists 
within  the  London  area  buy  on  competitive  terms  with  the 
multiples  but  failed  to  get  the  necessary  financial  support. 
Following  this,  Unichem  changed  its  structure.  The  results 
have  still  to  be  seen. 

Savory  &  Moore  opened  a  large  warehouse  at  Hanwell 
from  which  many  goods  dispatched  in  outers  were  subject 
to  an  extra  discount.  The  depot  had  to  close  after  15 
months  through  lack  of  support. 

Now  another  buying  group — the  National  Pharmacy 
Buying  Group — has  been  formed  by  a  Blackpool  phar- 
macist for  the  co-operative  buying  of  certain  toiletries 
usually  found  in  grocers  and  stores  (see  p  477). 

That  so  many  pharmacists  have  apparently  signified 
their  interest  so  quickly  would  appear  to  indicate  a  change 
of  heart,  although  the  circumstances  are  somewhat  special. 
There  is  a  growing  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  inde- 
pendent pharmacist  retailer  of  the  fact  that  much  of  his 
traditional  business  is  being  filched  by  other  traders,  and 
there  is  at  the  same  time  less  inclination  (by  the  younger 
pharmacists  at  any  rate)  to  shelter  behind  the  dispensing 
side  of  their  business. 

Many,  like  Mr  Idris  Hughes  (p  477)  are  frustrated  with 
the  marketing  devices  of  some  companies  while  others 
are  downright  hostile  to  the  intention  of  some  wholesalers 
to  surcharge  those  accounts  which  do  not  reach  a  certain 
level. 

To  launch  from  scratch  a  buying  club  on  behalf  of 
2,000  businesses  (the  maximum  said  by  NPBG  to  be 
required)  will  call  not  only  for  dedication  but  capital  and 
manpower.  Both,  of  course,  can  be  found  if  there  is  the 
determination  to  provide  them. 

At  the  same  time  the  wholesalers  are  already  estab- 
lished and  it  is  a  fact  that  some  are  losing  money  on 
that  part  of  the  business  in  which  the  Group  is  interested. 

If  the  Group  succeeds  in  getting  the  required  number  of 
clients  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  both  it  and  the  wholesalers 
will  be  able  to  negotiate  a  working  arrangement  that  will 
be  satisfactory  for  both  sides.  The  services  of  the  whole- 
salers will  clearly  be  required  for  a  long  time. 
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THREAT 
OR  SPUR?

Immediately  following  upon  the  recent 
photographic  survey  which  was  made  in 
South-east  London  (C&D,  August  9,  p  122) 
a  number  of  other  inquiries  were  made 
and  visits  paid  to  three  Woolworth  stores 
in  the  same  area.  Each  of  them  was  of 
average  size  for  the  districts  in  which 
they  are  sited. 

Let's  first  of  all  dispose  of  the  tremen- 
dous menace  from  Woolworths.  Inquiries 
to  the  company's  head  office  elicited  the 
fact  that,  after  the  initial  promotional 
effort  to  acquaint  their  customers  with  the 
company's  intention  to  sell  cameras  and 
films  in  future,  these  goods  are  now 
treated  in  exactly  the  same  way  as  any 
other  merchandise  in  the  stores.  Cameras 
are  available  in  about  600  of  the  1,100 
stores  in  the  chain,  and  film  in  most  of 
them.  The  size  of  the  individual  store 
bears  no  relation  to  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness in  photographic  apparatus  and  mate- 
rials. Whenever  a  new  store  is  opened, 
there  is  usually  an  outcry  from  local  small 
traders  who  fear  a  fate  worse  than  death. 
That,  however,  is  little  more  than  what  has 
been  described  as  a  delusion  of  persecu- 
tion. In  point  of  fact,  it  has  not  been 
found  to  be  the  case,  for  a  new  store 
normally  brings  more  business  into  an 
area  and,  in  the  end,  everyone  benefits. 

Incidentally,  the  setting-up  of  a  number 
of  photographic  retail  shops  in  the  same 
street  has  already  happened  in  London. 
Such  streets  then  become  almost  "photo- 
graphic areas"  where  people  who  are  in- 
terested in  photography,  picture-making 
or  what  you  will,  go  to  shop. 

The  largest  of  the  three  stores  which 
was  visited  has  approximately  1,400  feet 
run  (length,  not  counter  area)  of  display 
space  of  conventional  type :  there  were  no 
cameras  and  only  about  2  sq  ft  of  shelf 
space  behind  the  counter  was  given  to 
Kodak  and  the  company's  own  brand  of 
films. 

In  the  second  store  there  is  about  800 
ft  run  of  counter  and  floor-mounted  dis- 
play racks  of  modern  type:  neither 
cameras  nor  film  are  stocked  there.  In  the 
smallest  of  the  three  visited,  which  has 
about  600  ft  run  of  counter,  the  display 
of  films  (again  Kodak  plus  the  company's 
own  brand)  again  only  occupies  about  2 
sq  ft  of  shelf  space  behind  the  counter. 
So  that,  by  simple  arithmetic,  in  the  three 
storer.  there  is  a  total  of  about  2,800  ft

run  of  counter  and  display  and  4  sq  ft 
devoted  to  showing  films!  By  no  stretch 
of  the  imagination  could  it  be  contended 
that  those  three  stores  gave  more  space 
to  photography  than  any  two  of  the 
chemist's  shops  in  the  same  area. 

It  will  have  been  noted  that  films  are 
out-of-reach  in  both  of  the  above  stores. 
This  brings  us  to  the  point  which  is 
of  material  importance,  that  of  pilferage. 
Films  certainly  seem  to  come  into  the 
category  of  what  the  armed  services' 
storemen  refer  to  as  "likeable  stores."  The 
problem  of  light-fingeredness  is  one  which 
faces  many  other  organisations,  especially 
where  there  may  be  relatively  long  coun- 
ters or  displays  either  unattended  or  with 
a  single  assistant  taking  care  of  a  stretch 
which  cannot  be  completely  supervised  all 
of  the  time. 

In  a  conversation  with  one  of  the  mar- 
keting directors  of  Tesco  Ltd  this  same 
point  about  pilferage  was  mentioned.  It  is 
a  matter  of  some  concern  because  it  can 
seriously  eat  into  profits  ...  to  aggravate 
the  situation  it  is  a  problem  by  no 
means  easy  to  solve.  In  the  Tesco  group, 
which  has  about  400  outlets,  Kodak  film 
is  usually  sold  in  those  stores  having 
cigarettes  displayed  "under  glass"  near  the 
check-out  points.  Rightly  or  wrongly,  the 
impression  was  gained  that  this  group 
also  does  not  regard  photography  as 
particularly  important  to  its  business. 

Little  enthusiasm 

There  did  not  appear  to  be  any  marked 
enthusiasm  for  considering  the  sale  of 
cameras.  Merchandise  of  this  kind  is 
thought  to  need  at  least  a  little  knowledge 
of  the  subject;  one  possibility  is  that  the 
group  might  link  up  with  one  of  the 
major  photographic  retail  chains  to  oper- 
ate "concessions"  within  selected  stores. 

One  of  the  biggest  photographic  retail- 
ing organisations  in  the  world,  strangely 
enough,  is  based  in  Britain,  although  the 
company  has  overseas  affiliates.  This  is 
Dixons,  with, a  total  of  106  outlets;  31  of 
these  are  in  stores  as  "concessions." 
Eighteen  of  the  31  are  in  towns  where 
the  company  does  not  have  a  separate 
shop  of  its  own,  but  13  of  them  are  in 
places  where  there  is  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct Dixon  shop.  Some  of  them  are  fairly 
close  together,  but  in  the  area  in  which 
the  survey  referred  to  above  was  made 


the  principal  shop  and  the  concession  are 
directly  opposite  one  another  in  the  centre 
of  a  main  shopping  area.  It  might  be  said, 
sarcastically,  that  Dixons  are  thereby 
creating  their  own  competition,  but  this 
would  not  appear  to  be  the  case. 

Most  of  the  managers  are  young,  en- 
thusiastic and  interested  in  photography — 
and  their  job.  They  will  "talk  cameras, 
films  and  accessories"  at  the  drop  of  a 
hat,  whether  they  make  a  sale  or  not.  The 
manager  of  the  concession  in  the  survey 
area,  when  asked  whether  his  branch  com- 
peted with  that  of  his  colleague  across  the 
street,  stated  that  the  type  of  customer 
buying  in  a  store  was  usually  quite  dif- 
ferent from  the  one  buying  in  the  con- 
ventional photographic  dealer's  shop.  Thus 
the  two  branches  supplement  one  another. 
On  the  sore  subject  of  pilferage  he 
thought  that  this  was  at  a  minimum  in 
his  store  branch. 

There  are  rather  more  than  13,000 
chemist's  shops  in  Britain.  With  that  figure 
in  mind  it  should  now  be  possible  to  put 
the  matter  of  "extra-mural  photographic 
activities"  into  some  sort  of  perspective. 
Taking  into  account  other  chain  stores 
selling  food  stuffs,  as  well  as  other  items, 
not  specifically  mentioned  and  not  sur- 
veyed, it  is  believed  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  outlets  would  not  exceed  10  per 
cent  of  the  number  of  chemist's  shops  in 
the  country.  Thus  it  is  felt  that  the  com- 
petition cannot  be  rated  very  highly. 

Perhaps  a  fresh  attitude  to  photography 
is  what  is  required?  The  name  of  the 
Kodak  company  has  inevitably  cropped 
up  on  several  occasions  in  reporting  on 
this  small  survey.  It  is  suggested  that  much 
of  their  current  advertising  may  provide 
a  clue  to  the  new  way  of  thinking  about 
photography.  The  frequently-repeated 
slogan  is  "Take  life  as  it  comes":  no  men- 
tion of  cameras  and  so  forth,  no  techni- 
calities, just  pictures.  This  applies  to  jour- 
nal advertising,  as  well  as  to  outdoor 
posters. 

Tail-piece:  Amende  honorable 
A  colleague,  on  holiday  in  Wales  recently, 
ran  short  of  film.  He  went  to  Woolworths 
as  he  had  heard  that  they  were  supposed 
to  be  selling  Kodachrome  II  somewhat 
cheaper  than  anyone  else  and  asked  if 
they  had  any.  The  girl  said  "No"  but 
added  that  "the  chemist  next  door  has  a 
very  good  stock  of  films  of  all  kinds."

Advance  information 
A  preliminary  announcement  by  Eli  Lilly 
&  Co  Ltd,  Basingstoke,  Hants,  notifies 
chemists  that  a  new  product,  Kelflex 
(cephalexin  monohydrate),  will  become 
available  shortly.  Indicated  in  the  treat- 
ment of  bacterial  infections  of  the  res- 
piratory tract,  urinary  tract,  soft  tissues 
and  skin,  Kelflex  is  presented  in  green 
and  white  capsules  each  containing  250 
mg.

Beecham  Products  (UK)  manufacture 
leading  products  in  five  major  groups  — 
toothpaste,  hairsprays.  shampoos,  hair- 
dressings  and  conditioners  and  deodorants 
—  worth  over  £30  million  a  year  to 
chemists  in  terms  of  retail  sales. 

Toiletry  sales  have  grown  in  value  by 
over  50  per  cent  in  the  past  five  years, 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
that  growth  rate  will  be  sustained. 

Despite  the  expansion  of  toiletry  busi- 
ness through  the  grocery  trade,  chemists 
handle  the  majority  of  shampoo,  hair- 
spray,  hairdressings  and  deodorant  sales. 

Since  the  chemist  differs  fundamentally 
from  say,  the  grocer,  in  terms  of  the 
variety  of  products  he  offers  his  customers, 
he  should,  in  addition  to  stocking 
the  leaders,  carry  selected  lesser  known 
products  that  have  a  regular  if  infrequent 
rate  of  sale. 

Toothpaste 

About  £4  million  worth  of  toothpaste  was 
sold  by  chemists  in  1968.  Though  food 
type  outlets  now  have  the  lion's  share 
of  this  market,  much  can  profitably  be 
done  in  the  chemist's  shop. 

The  pharmacy  is  the  right  place  for  a 
dental  care  section  of  the  self-service  area, 
where  toothpaste  may  be  prominently  dis- 
played with  other  oral  hygiene  products 
-  toothbrushes,  denture  cleaners,  dental 
fixatives,  mouth  washes,  etc.

Brands  backed  by  manufacturers  with 
heavy  advertising,  national  consumer 
competitions,  premium  offers  and  other 
promotional  activities  should  be  promi- 
nently displayed,  using  manufacturers" 
merchandising  materials  to  stimulate  turn- 
over. 

Chemists  may  obtain  particularly  good 
results  by  promoting  toothpaste  at  selected 
times  during  the  year,  buying  at  the  best 
case  terms  available  and  offering  shoppers 
attractive  reductions  in  price.  The  aim 
should  be  to  reduce  the  margin  per  unit 
so  as  to  expand  the  volume  of  sales,  thus 
gaining  a  correspondingly  greater  gross 
profit.  Such  tactical  weapons  should  not, 
however,  become  part  of  the  furniture: 
two  to  three  weeks  is  an  ideal  period  for 
a  promotion. 

Shampoos 

Chemists  account  for  approximately  half 
of  the  sales  of  shampoos  in  Britain,  worth 
between  £5  and  £7  million  annually. 

There  are  at  least  200  shampoo  brands, 
so  the  opportunities  for  the  pharmacy  lie 
in  ensuring  that  there  is  a  shampoo  for 
each  of  the  main  rungs  of  the  price  ladder, 
selecting  the  fastest  moving  products  in 
each  category. 

From  Beecham  are  available  a  well 
packaged  quartet  —  the  Silvikrin  New 
Naturals  —  natural,  almond  cream,  lemon 
and  lime  and  natural  protein  —  for  four

different  hair  conditions.  For  treating 
dandruff,  Vosene  medicated  shampoo  is  a 
highly  regarded  brand  leader.  Bristow's 
lanolin  shampoo  is  a  long  established 
favourite  with  many  consumers,  and  the 
recently  Free  &  Lovely  is  a  combined 
beauty  treatment/anti-dandruff  shampoo 
that  is  gaining  a  growing  share  of  the 
market. 

Together,  Beecham  shampoos  account 
for  over  20  per  cent  of  all  shampoos  sold 
by  chemists.

of  the  market  is  steadily  on  the  increase. 

In  the  cream  dressing  sector,  as  in  the 
market  as  a  whole,  Brylcreem  is  the 
dominant  brand.  A  major  relaunch  with 
a  new,  unusually  slanted  advertising  cam- 
paign, has  increased  its  market  share  to 
over  16  per  cent. 

In  the  pure  tonics  sector,  pure  Silvikrin 
accounts  for  50  per  cent  of  sales  in  chemist 
shops,  and  a  9  per  cent  share  of  total 
hairdressing  sales. 

With  Silvikrin  75  in  both  liquid  and 
aerosol  forms,  Beecham  products  cover 
the  large  majority  of  users"  hairdressing 
requirements  and  are  responsible  for  33 
per  cent  of  chemists'  sales. 

Deodorants 

Chemists  have  the  major  share  —  75  per 
cent  —  of  deodorant  sales,  and  the  market 
is  rapidly  expanding. 

In  this  market  the  chemist  has  a  major 
opportunity.  In  addition  to  stocking  the 
brand  leaders  in  the  spray,  roll-on  and 
stick  sectors,  he  should  select  those  other 
brands  that  will  give  a  representative 
coverage  of  the  price  spectrum. 

Beecham  deodorants  claim  about  20 
per  cent  of  all  deodorant  sales.  Brand 
leader  is  Body  Mist,  with  Cool  Charm 
second  among  the  roll-ons.  In  the  past 
few  months  Cool  Charm  anti-perspirant 
aerosol  was  launched  for  customers  pre- 
ferring anti-perspirant  protection  with 
spray  application. 

Manufacturers  have  greatly  increased 
their  promotional  efforts,  and  chemists 
making  window  and  in-store  space  avail- 
able for  attractive  displays  are  gaining 
excellent  results.  High  margins  make 
deodorants  specially  suitable  for  reduced- 
price  offers. 

Hairsprays 

Sales  of  hairsprays  through  chemists  are 
worth  between  £7  and  £8  million  a  year. 
Despite  increasing  sales  by  grocers, 
chemists  still  account  for  two-thirds  of 
the  sterling  value.  M  ore  than  three- 
quarters  of  chemists'  sales  are  now  aero- 
sols, Sunsilk,  Supersoft,  Elnett  and  Silvi- 
krin being  the  leaders. 

A  relative  newcomer.  Silvikrin  hair- 
spray,  has  doubled  its  share  of  chemists' 
hair  spray  sales  in  the  past  year,  the 
only  one  of  the  leading  brands  to  have 
made  such  progress. 

However,  sales  of  "all  others,"  which 
a  year  ago  accounted  for  nearly  45  per 
cent,  have  dwindled  to  37  per  cent. 

Like  other  toiletries,  hairsprays  respond 
dramatically  to  promotion. 

There  is  growing  evidence  of  chemists" 
gaining  high  profits  from  a  regular  pro- 
motional programme  in  their  self -selection 
shops.  Increases  in  turnover  of  500  per 
cent  are  being  reported  by  chemists, 
some  with  small  shops.  Advice  is  available 
to  chemists  wishing  to  introduce  a  pro- 
motional policy  directed  at  increased  pro- 
fitability.

Higher  bismuth 
schedules 

London  November  26 :  After  the  recent 
rush  of  price  changes  among  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemicals,  last  week  appeared  relatively 
quiet.  The  expected  rise  in  the  schedules 
for  bismuth  salts  became  effective  on 
November  24  and  provided  the  only 
feature  in  that  section  of  the  market.  The 
new  schedules,  given  below,  show  that 
the  carbonate  is  22s  kg  dearer  at  145s  kg 
for  250-kg  lots  and  the  subnitrate  almost 
20s  dearer  at  130s. 

Cochineal  remains  extremely  firm;  there 
were  reported  offers  of  Canary  Isles  black 
brilliant  at  62s  6d  lb,  cif  although  the 
price  was  not  tested;  meanwhile  Peru- 
vian silver-grey  was  sixpence  lb  dearer. 
American  lobelia  was  also  sixpence  lb 
dearer  on  the  spot  and  squill  (white)  was 
marked  up  5s  cwt.  Hydrastis  eased  by  six- 
pence lb  in  both  positions  and  white  Sara- 
wak pepper  again  fell  as  sellers  continued 
to  unload  some  of  their  stocks.  Menthol 
prices  were  firm  particularly  for  forward 
delivery. 

First  pressings  of  Sicilian  lemon  oil 
have  been  taking  place;  the  indications 
are  that  the  crop  will  not  be  so  good  as 
last  year  and  shippers  have  raised  their 
prices  by  about  3s  lb  over  the  past  few 
weeks.  The  market  however  believes  that 
there  are  ample  stocks  which  should  help 
to  cushion  any  shortfall  in  current  produc- 
tion. Forward  prices  of  Brazilian  pepper- 
mint and  Indian  lemongrass  were  margin- 
ally dearer.
